THE ATLANTA BARRACKS. 

Mr. Hammond succeeded in inserting in the 
tundry civil bill a clause appropriating fifteen 
ghousand dollars for the purchase of ninety- 
gix acres additional land for the Atlanta bar- 
gacks. 

The senate is actually going to work six 
@ays this week, and will consider the river 
and harbor bill temorrow. The committee 
thas mace numerous changes in the bill siace 
it came from the house. The appropriation 
for Savannah harbor is inereased from $125,000 
to $175,000. The appropriation for the Flint 
and Chattahoochee rivers are reduced from 
$20,000 to $10,000 each. The Georgia senators 
will endeavor to have the house figures re- 
stored. 

PENSION BILLS AND THE VETORS. 

An effort will be made to pass several of the 
xejected pewsion bills over the president’s 
weto, but it will hardly succeed. The presi- 
dent basin every case very clearly set forth 
the redsons of his veto, and the prospect is 
that he will be sustained in both houses, 

THE POSTAL CLERKS, 

The action of the Brotherhood of Postal 
Clerks in determining to send a committee to 
the postmaster general to make certain de- 
yoands is regarded here as ridiculous. They 
propose to demand a change of the rules of 
the department in reference to removals, and 
also to demand the reinstatement of the clerks 
recently removed forcenspiracy. The clerks 
have adopted s poor method for the improve- 
ment of their condition and for better treat- 
ment at the hands of the department.

THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


An Amendment to the Legislative Bill Pro- 
vokes Debate. | 

WASHINGTON, July 2,—The senate proceed- 
ed to vote on the reserved amendment to the 
legislative appropriation bill. A long discus- 
sion took placeon the amendment reducing 
the number of senate messengers from 27 to 25. 

The amendment was rejected—twenty one 
to twenty five. 

There were three other amendments on the 
same line of economy. Two of them ware 
agreed to, and one rejected, on a yea and nay” 
yote. fi 

An amendment for an additional clerk for 
the civil service commission was opposed by 
Br. Vance, who remarked that if the congii- 
Bion was unable todo any more busimess it 
would be so much the better. 

Mr. Saulsbury looked upon the civil service 
commission from the beginning to the end as 
a useless piece of machinery. If he had his 
way he would-repeal the law. 

Mr. Voorhees said that he had never been 
for the law, sleeping or waking, but while it 
was a law he would treat it fairly and give it 
a fair chance. If there was any good in it he 
hoped the good would come out. The fact 
would be made manifest in due time and the 


people would pass upon it. 


Mr. Ingalls did not wonder at Mr. Voorhees 
being in favor of the civil service law as ad- 
ministered by the democratic party, and he 
quoted from a statement of the commissioner of 
pensions that out of 77 men appointed by him 
under the civil service rule, 72 were democrats 
and the other five were of unknown politics. 
He had nodoubt that if the clerical force of 
the commission had been sufficient, the poli- 
Lics of the other five would have been found 
out and the men would have been democrats. 

Mr. Voorhees defended the commissioner of 
pensions and commended the practice of the 
iwo gicat parties on putting their adherents 
in office. Still he would no more cut down 
the force of the civil service commission, or 
deny it the means of giving the system a fair 
drial, than he would vote to cutoff supplies 
from an army in the field even if hedid not 
approve the policy ofthe war. The commis- 
Bion was discharging its duty, and he was up- 
holding its hands ina liberal and proper 


irit. 

Mr. Call said hedid not propose now to ar- 
Taign the law as being in the direction of the 
aristocracy and privileged classes, or as being 
“a clear denial of the responsibilities of the 
presidentand heads of departments to the 
poonle. He should take occasion before the 
close of the session to present his opinion on 
that subject. All he wanted to state now was 
that no person in Florida, whether democrat 
©r republican, had been able to obtain an office 
pnder the civil service law. 

The discussion closed and the amendment 
Was adopted. 

All amendments being voted on, the bill was 

arsed. Mr. Sewell then took up the river and 
bor appropriation bill, Before the reading 
of the bill was concluded Mr, Eustis at 4:30 
called up the resolutions in connection with 
Zhe death in this city, on the 14th of March 
last, of Hon. Michael Hahn,representative from 
Louis&ua.

The Civil Service Commission. 

WASHINGTON, July 2.—The civil servicé 
commission has adopted a resolution changiag 
the present method of selecting officers of local 
examining broards. Under the new rule, 
beards of examiners at the various postoftices 
and customhouses throughout the country are 
required to meet on the first Thursday of Jaly 
in each year aud elect a chairman and secre- 
tary; the officers elected to be subject to the 
approval of the commission. The resolution, 
a copy of which has been sent to all local 
boards, emphasizes the existing rule requiring 
the names and standing of persons on the List 
of eligibles to be kept secret, 


THE FRESHETS. 


Washeuts on the Railroads and Rise of 
Rivers. 


RICHMOND, Va., July 2.—The heavy rainfall 
in the past 46 hours has caused a damaging 
rise in all the streamsin this section of the 
state. James river, at this point, isten feet 
above high water mark, andall the wharves 
are submerged, 
the water being about three.feet deep in lower 
Main street and still rising.Peopleliving in that 
vicinity are moving out and the merchants 
are removing their goods to places of safety. 
No apprehensions are felt, however, 
of a serious freshet. At Columbia, 
fifty-five miles above Richmond, the water 
is twenty-two and a half feet abovelow water 
mark, rising slowly, Several trestles on the 
Richmond and Allegheney railroad have been 
warhed away, causing a temporary suspension 
of travel. Therise of water in North Anne 
river has caused a stoppage of trains on the 
Riehmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac rail- 
road, Nonorthern mails have been received 
here this afternoon or tonight nor have any 
gone north over that road. The washouts on 
the Richmond and Danville railroad have also

aa. # TERRIFIC EXPLOSION, 


Ten Lives Lost. by the Blowing Up of a 
Powder Factory, 

MoRRISTOWN, N. J, July 2.—A terrible ex- 
plosion took place at 7:30 this morning at the 
Atlantic giant powder works, situated between 
McCainsville and Drakesville, N. J., resulting 
in the loss of ten lives and the injury of ten or 
twelve others. The explosion took place in 
the mixing house. The cause is as yet un- 
known. The loss isnot known at present, but 
will be very heavy, The concussion was felt 
distinctly twenty miles around, and glass in 
houses five miles away was shattered. 

The cause of the explosion will probably 
never be known. A double force of men be- 
gan work at 7 this pPomning: oe that operations 
could be suspended from rday until Tues- 
The building was blown into 
splinters, and f tsof the bodies of the 
workmen were picked up 500 fect from the 
scene. Some pieces were taken from branches 
of trees many yardeaway. The largest por- 
tion of a body yet found will not weigh ff 
pounds, An immense excayation was made 
where the building stood, ana the devastation 
is apparent for feet in every direction.

An Alabama Lady Has a Narrow Escape From Being 
Fleeceéc by a Confidence Operator—The Ee- 
venge of Moonshiners and Their Sub.

AN OLD LADY’S ESCAPE 


From Being Fleeced by a Confidence Opera- 
tor. 

New York, July 2.—This morning an old 
lady, Mrs, Frances J. Bardwell, of Livingstone, 
Ala., was sent in charge of detectives to Southamp- 
ton, L, L., to friends whom she intended visiting, 
Mrs, Bardwell arrived yesterday afternoon, and 
while in Long Island railroad depot, at Long 
Island, she had a fit, and while railroad officials 
were attending toher, it was discovered that she 
had nearly $2,000 in cash on her person; thata 
woman who had accompanied her in the coach 
from Jersey City ferry was a confidence operator, 
and that a poeketbook containing sevcral dollars 
and valuable papers had been taken from her, it 
is supposed, by her companion. The latter escaped 
during the excitement, and has not been arrested. 
The old lady’s sickness was probably the means of 
saving her from being robbed of the $2,000. 


INCENDIARIES SHOT. 


Moonshiners Take Revenge on an Informer 
by Burning His House. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., July 2.—In Elliott coun- 
ty, Ky., the moonshiners who are reported by Mr, 
Parton inthe manufacture of untaxed whisky, 
burned the Baptist church to which he belonged; 
burned his house and also the dwellings of three 
of his neighbors, and poisoned a large number of 
cattle. Parton was captured by his neighbors, 
Pennington Cox and Samuel Slater went gunning 
forthe incendiaries Monday and coming upon 
them, named respectively Simels and Turkison, 
shot them dead and buried them. 


HUNG FOR RAPE. 


Frank Gaston Dies on the Seaffold at 
Salisbury. 


SaLisBuRY, N.C., July 2.—Frank Gaston, 
colored, was hanged today in the presence of a 
large crowd for rape upon a white woman some 
weeks ago. He ascended the scaffold with a 
firm step. After the singing of a hymn and 
prayer, Gaston confessed the crime in 4 
rambling speech, and asked the sheriff to exe- 
cute him quickly. His neck was not broken 
by the fall and he strangled to death in 
slshdten minutes. The culprit showed no 
signs of fear.

AN IRISH PATRIARCH, 


James Collins, Aged 112, Still Smokes His 
Pipe and Drinks His Ale. 


LAWRENCE, Mass., July 2.—A man 112 
years old is a personage in this city whom it is 
interesting to visit. His pameis James Col- 
lins, and he lives at 14 Borden street, in South 
Lawrence, with Florence K, McCarthy, his 
daughter’s husband. A newspaper cor- 
respondent went to see him today, and, al- 
though somewhat feeble, this venerable man 
shook hands and welcomed him warmly. As 
the old man is unable to converse, except in 
the Irish language, his daughter and others 
present furnished the following particulars 
concerning his life : 

Mr. Collins was born in Kilmacevia, County 
Cork, Ireland, in March, 1774, his father dying 
when he was quite young and his*mother pas- 
sing away in afew years afterward. He had 
five brothers and one sister, the latter living 
to be 88 years of age, and the oldest brother, 
Thomae, died when 78. Previous to 1867 Mr. 
Collins worked on a farm in his native place, 
and for several years was engaged in trading 
in produce and cattle, but on account of his 
advanced age and the determination of his 
surviving children to emigrate to America he 
decided to accompany them. Although he was 
93 years of age at the time he landed, he came 
to Lawrence and was employed in laboring 
work until about 1876, when, at the request of 
his relatives, he gave up active laborlous work, 
yet assisting in —— and performing 
chores for his relatives and neighbors until 
within a very short time ago. Mr. Collins has 
always enjoyed good health, except brief ill- 
ness. Being weak and enfeebled, he seeks 
solace in smoking a pipe much of the time, 
and has been a constant smoker during the 
past forty yeafs, and occasionally indulges in 
a glass of ale, which, he claims, is beneficial to 
his health, and every Sunday morning shaves 
himself without using a mirror. He has had 
nine children, five of whom are now living, be- 
sides several grandchildren and one great 

ndchild, the latter being 13 years old, 
here is indisputable evidence that his age it 
that which is stated by his relatives, it being 
attested by the parish register in his native 
town that he was born in 1774. He was known 
to have been present at the wedding of the 
grandparents of ex-Councilman John Daly, 
which occurred ninety years ago, while other 
old persons living in this city remember him 
asa business man when they were but chil- 
dren.

Sentence of Fivé Men Convicted of Conspir- 
acy. 

New York, July 2.—The convicted boycot- 
ters of Theiss, proprietor of the concert gar- 
dep, were arraigned in court today for sentence. 
Judge Barrett made some strong remarks to 
them on the lawlessness of the crime of which 
they were convicted. He said that this was a 
violation of the peace tea country that wel- 
comed foreign-born citizens, to a country that 
offered freedom and the privilege of rights. 
They had violated public rights and epinions 
and their offense was not short of blackmail. 
The distribution of circulars before places of 
— was a conspiracy and punishable as 
such, 
lead to savagery... They may have been mis- 
led by bad advice. but their counsel should 
have rebuked them. They did not use money 
for theirown advantage, and this pallisted 
their offense.= We are told that it had been 
the custom to rob in that manner. He would 
not impose the full penalty of the law as they 
were working men. 

The judge then sentenced Paul Wittzig and 
Henry Hoeldorf to two yearsand ten months 
at hard labor; Michael Strohe and Julius 
Rogenberg to one year and six months im- 
ptisonment.

THE SVITCHMEN’S STRIKE. 


The Lake Shore Difficulty Virtually at an 
End. 

CHIcAGo, July 2.—The usual quict prevailed 
in the Lake Shore yards this morning, and 
nothing but the presence of a large Pinkerton 
force would indicate thata strike was in pro- 
grees. The company lost no time in follow- 
ing up the advantage they gained in the op- 
erations at the stockyards yesterday. Before 
eight o’clock and engine and caboose, guarded 
with Pinkerton men and police, was dispatch- 
ed to Packerstown. An hour was spent in 
switching on 47th street, with 
no more serious opposition than 
the hooting and yelling of women and chil- 
dren who gathered from blocks around to 
watch the unusual sight of train hands work- 
ing under a gnard of armed men. Switching 
was going on as usual in the yards at South 
Chicago. There was no opposition whatever 
of any kind, and from indications it would 
seem that the strike was at an end. 

Judge Collins today sentenced Tom F. Col- 
lins to jail for thirty days. Collins was a 
switchman for the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Sonthern road, and was charged with violating 
the injunction granted the road enjoining any 
interference or acts of violence. 


The Knights’ Candidate. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., July 2.—All of the 
striking miners on the Kanawha river and in the 
New river districts have gone to work, and there 
is not an idle mau in the territory. The Knights 
of Labor meet at Kanawha falls tomorrow to nom- 
inate a candidate for Congress from the third dis- 
trict. V. A. Gates, of this city, greembacker, will, 
in all probability, receive the nomination, as he is 
the most prominent man before the convention.

THE ANARCHISTS. 


The St, Louis Ricters Who Indorsed the 
Haymarket Affair. 


Sr, Louis, July 2.—The cases of the anar- 
chists indicted for attending an unlawful as- 
semblage and indorsing the action of the 
Chicago f Haymarket riots, were continued 
today until July 7, in order to furnish the 
presecution time to summon the Chicago pol ‘ce 
who were present daring the riot, and whose 
testimony as to what action the St. Louis 
sympathisers indorsed, they desire to intro: 
duce. 

Thus far only five jurors have been secured 
in the anarchist cases. It seemsato be almost 
impossible to find men who have not expressed 
or entertained very decided ideas in the mat- 
ter. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 2.—The committee 
which has been conducting the investigation 
of the conduct of Alderman Theodore Rud- 
zinski on the charge of having made incen- 
diary speeches to the mobs during the recent 
labor troubles, has decided to recommend a 
vote of censure, but that he be permitted to 


retain his seat,

Patrick 
Sarefield and Hugh Johnston, two 
Parnellites who underteok to contest 
two seats belonging to the Dablin university 
against Rt. Hon. David Planket and Rt. Hon.

them in the last parliament and were nomiaa- 


ted for them in the next, were jeered 
and hooted today wherever they went 
by the students of the university. The latter 
at one time attempted to mob and drive the 
home-rujers out of the district, which is a 
great tory stronghold. Plunket, however, 
prevented the contemplated outrage. The 
Parnellites stood their ground and made a 
plucky contest, although the students and 
tories thwarted every effort on the part of the 
candidates to make speeches by drowning 
their voices with groans and hoots. Sarsfield’s 
ecarlet gown was pulled away from him and 
thrown to the mob, who tore it into small 
pieces. : 

The students threw rotten eggs at Johnston 
and Parsfield. The conservative candidates 
vainly begged that the nationalist candidates 
be given afair hearing. The students sing- 
ing “God Save the Queen,” kept up an uproar 
for three hours. Finally, by a show ofhands, 
the provost declared Plunkett and Holmes 
elected. The poll, however, was demanded, 
and the provost ordered that the poll be taken 
next week. 

The most desperate electoral struggle be- 
tween the Gladstones and unionists ended 
teday by the utter rout of the latter in the 
parliamentary district knownas Leithburghs. 
W. Jacks was returned to the last parliament 
as a reguiar liberal by a majority of 4,870 in 
a total poll of 8,840 votes. He opposed the 
home rule bill but was, nevertheless, consid- 
ered invincible in his district, and was nomi- 
nated in the present canvases as an unionist to 
continue his — to the premier’s Irish 
policy. Jacks’ hostility to Gladstone angered 
thousands of Secotchmen of Leith, but they 
looked upon their opposition tohim as hope- 
less, and were unable to obtain a candidate to 
oppose him, all those mentioned 
for the seat having declined to run. 
The tories, in order to emphasize unioist 
opposition to the premier, withheld op on 
and left the field clear to Jacks, 80 t he 
might go back to the house of commons witha 
largely increased majority. Atthe last hour 
allowed by the law the liberal managers nom- 
inated Mr. Gladstone himselfas their candi- 
date, the premier consenting. Thus ae 
the Gladstonites went at their work. Tuais 
was £0 effective that Jacks became scared and 
today withdrew from the field, leaving’ the 
Leith membership to Mr. Gladstone, who was 
elected without opposition. This, with his 
Midlothiau district, gives the premior two 
seats in Scotland. He will, perhaps, choose to 
sit for the latter, and will select a reliable man 
to recontest Leith with the assurance Of suc- 


cess.

The new railway bridge, which spans the 
river near the site of the old Augusta bridge, 
bas gone glimmering. 

THREE HUNDRED FEET 
of the central portion has gone down the 
river, and the contractors will lose pretty 
considerabl y thereby. This locality is peca- 
liarly unfortanate in regard to bridges. Sev- 
eral have been washed away from the same 
locality. | : 

Below the bridge the channel is being 
changed. Acrots a narrow peninsula in a sharp 
bend of the riverthe late flood swept outa 
goodly space, and this flood seems to be going 
in the same direction, and a new channel will 
doubtless be made across the peninsula, leay- 
ing the original channel! a “‘dead river.” 

A good many trees have been uprooted on 
the western shore of the river, and are now 
drifting against the bank. 

The barbecue pits are dry and the “‘Library’s 
Fourth” will not be hindered by the swelling 
waters. 

Crops along the river flats are considerably 
damaged, a good portion of the lands being 
entirely submerged. The river has been 
steadily falling for several hours, but it will be 
days before plowing can be resumed. Mean- 
while, June grass 1s higher than July cotton, 
and the grangers are put to their tramps to 
tell whether to clean out the grass or the cot- 
ton. It is doubtful about the survival of the 
fittest in this case. : 


An Interesting Case. 


Macon, July 2.—[Special.]--Today a very 
interesting case was settled in the city court. 
Sometime ago there was a suit in trover, 
brought by F. Reichertagainst J. J. Clay and 
others, innocent purchasers of furniture sold 
under a judgment rendered in Judge Free- 
man’s justice court.

THREE MEN DEAD, 


AND ‘A FOURTH PROBABLY MOR- 
TALLY WOUNDED. 


A Tragedy in Union County, Growing Out ofa Do- 
mestic Scan¢al—An Attack Upon tue Buinod 
Girl’s Home, Which is Stoutly Resisted 
by Powderand Ball—Particulars. 
cemntinenpecnasitcatitt 

BLAIRSVILLE, Ga., July 2.—[Special.]—Thoe 
most shocking avd dreadfal tragedy known tn 
the history of Union county was enacted in 
Ivy Log district, twelve miles west of Biairs- 
ville, on Friday night, in which one man, 
Washington Whitmore was shot through the 
heart, and his twin brother, Roll Whitmore, 
was mortally wounded by a pieto! ball through 
the bowels, and who bassinco died, Two 
others, Ed and Harve Hartness were coasider- 
ebly carved up with knives. The facts gather- 
ed are as follows: 

THE CAUSE OF THE TROUBLE. 

Roll Whitmore is the father of an_ illegiti- 
mate child by Marion Hartness’s daughter, a 
girl of fifteen years. Whitmore was a few 
months ago married toa young lady by the 
name of Hughes, and had induced the mother 
of the child to give it to him toraise. She, on 
the day before the night of the killing, asked 
to have the child sent to see her, which request 
was complied with. The child was carried by 
Roll Whitmore’s mother in the morning, with 
instructions to bring it home in the afternoon, 
Being refused the child by its mother, Mra, 
Whitmore informed the boys of the situation, 

THE CALL TO ARMS. 

Roll, together with his brother, Washington, 
armed themselves with double-barrel-shot- 
guns, and starting tothe home of Hartness, 
said they would kill the whole d—d set or 
havethe child. Their father, George Whil- 
more, appealed to them not to go; that he 
would get the child and save a bad fight. The 
boys would not heed the old man, until, when 
in about one hundred yards of the house of 
Hertness, he persuaded them to stop until he 
could go and see what could be done. He was 
informed by the brothers of the girl, that it 
was her intention to kcep the baby, and that 
they did not feel called upon to force her to 
give it up. Whitmore begged them to give it 
up and save trouble and murder. He went 
back to his boys, and told them what was said. 
They became enraged, and proceeded to the 
house. When within ‘the yard, they were 
warned not to come in the house, 

MET BY POWDER. 

Pushing Mrs. Hartness, the mother of the 
girl, off the steps, they attempted to go 1, 
when Harve Hartness commenced firing on 
them from inside the house, killing Washing- 
ton, it is supposed, on the first shot, as he dis- 
appeared from the stage of action and was 
not seen again until the fight was over, when 
he was found dead in the yard 
with his gun by his side. After the first shot, 
all parties being by that time in the house, the 
fight became general, the report of a pistol 
being occasionally heard. Roll Whitmore was 
found, by Harve Hartness, on fop of Ei. 
Hartness, stabbing him, when he was shot by 
Harve, the ball entering the right side near 
the shortribs and ranging toward the back, 
from which he died an hour later. 

THE RESULT SUMMED UP, 

At this juncture outside parties interfered, 
and quieted the row. After things had, in a 
manner, quieted down, and upon examination, 
Ed Hartness was found to be badly cut up and 
will die; being stabbed mortally in three 
places, and literally cut all over. Harve 
Hartness received one severe cut in the back, 
near the hips, which will most likely gat an 
end to his career, 

The jury of inquest ordered that Harve 
Hartness be held ina bond of three hundred 
dollars for his appearance at the October term 
of Union superior court. The bond was given, 
and the party released. 

Washington Whitmore leaves a wife and 
one child, The affair was a morc terrible shock 
to the community than pen or words can 
picture. 


SENTENCED FOR INCEST. 


A Savannah Colored Patriarch Gets Three 
Years. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., July 2.—/Special.|—In the 
superior court today was tried the case of 
Andrew Miller, aged 55, charged with adualt- 
ery with his granddaughter, Ellen Normaa, 
aged.15 years. Miller and his wife have been 
regarded as highly respectable colored people, 
and were formerly the favored servantsof a 
prominent family. Last March Miller’s wife 
discovered the intimacy between him 
and ‘her granddaughter, and learn- 
ed that it had ex'3ted for 
some time. The girl lived with them, and 
was completely under Miller's influence, The 
matter was brought to the attention of the 
giand jury by Millers wife, and he was in- 
dicted for adultery. He was ably defended, 
but the trial today, which lasted ali day, re- 
sulted in his conviction, and he was sentenced 
to three years in the penitentiary. The case 
attracted intense interest among the negroas, 
for the reputation of the accused and the fact 
that the first case of the kind ever tried in 
this county. 


Strychnine for Soda. 

CLAYTON, Ga,, July 2.—(Special.]—Mr. 
George Lovyel and family, living near this 
place, came very near being poisoned last 
Monday. When the family sat dowa to din- 
ner the bread was passed around, one of the 
children was the first to begin eating; she said 
the bread was bitter and laid it to one side. 
Ina short time the rest of the family pro- 
uounced the same objections against the bread, 
Mr. Lovel thinking that the rainy and damp 
weathor had soured the meal, threw the bread 
to his dogs which they. ate rapidly. One of 
his hogs coming up partook also. Not long 
after their eating, Mr. Lovel had the aatisfac- 
tion of seeing his three hound dogs and hog as 
dead as a door nail. It is thought that through 
some mistake ofthe cook that strychnine was 
used forjsoda, as there was a bottle in the 
house containing the poison. After it was seen 
what effect the bread had on the dogs and hog, 
the bottle of stychnine was examined when it 
was found that a spoonful had been used.

Later in the day Blankinship procured a pis: 
tol and shot at Mooney iour times, without ef- 
fect. A warrant was sworn out for Blankin- 
ship, and on Tuesday Sheriff McGinnis, and 
Deputy,Durham arrested him, and he is now 
in jail, Mooney is also in jail charged with 
riot. « 

There came near being a horrible catastrophe 
at the ore banks operated by Miles Dobbins, in 
Bartow county, Monday. It had been rajning 
allday, completely saturating the groand. 
The workmen were under a large bank when 
a shower came up and they got under shelter 
near by. They had hardly left the bank be- 
fore the entire mass of dirt caved in. If they 
had remained two minutes longer the entire 
force, about fifteen, would have been buried 
er er the mass andin all probability suffoca- 
ted.

This 
auntie ought to be given a free ride on the 
trial trip over the road. 


Last Sunday night, in Campbell county 
Charlie Yates came near losing his life at the 
bands of Greene Roe, both colored. Greene 
and his wife did not get along well together, 
and Jast year his wife left him. She was em- 
ployed by Charlie on his farm, and Greene 
moved to Atlanta. Things moved along har- 
moniously until Sunday night, when Greene 
reappeared upon the scene, this time with gun 
in hand. He accused Charlie of being instra- 
mental in separating him and- his wife, and 
after snapping his gun tlirce times at him, 
fired, tearing away his hat brim and otherwise 
breaking up Charlie's equiuimity, It was a 
close shave and a lucky escape. 

The Madison Madisonian, received this 
morning, furnishes the following exciting de- 
tails of an occurrence which might have be- 
come a terrible tragedy had not a few deter- 
mined men successfully prevented a fatal 
conclusion: A serious and fearfally fatal affray 
was happily diverted Wedneaday afteraoon in 
Social Circle, as We were passing 
through that town on board the cars. 
There had been some singular insult given 
by a young man whose name we learned was 
Pitts, to young Willie Batler, of Social Circle, 
and the latter was at the fast train awaiting 
the arrival of Pitts with a shotgun, intending 
to kill him on sight. As the car rolled up to 
the Spencer house, a friend of Pitts rushed 
t pon the platform and hurriedly ushered him 
and an elderly Jady off on the opposite side, 
and on board the Gainesville and Jeffer- 
son car. While this was going on 
Mr. Spencer, the chivalrous proprietor of the 
Spencer house, was engaged in a des 
struggle with Butler, who, but for timely ap- 

arance of a third party. would have out- 

one Mr, Spencer in the struggle. The two 
succeeded in wresting the gun from his grasp 
but Butler, in sheer desperation, jerked 
away from their clutches and made a 
fearful effort to rum around the car, 
intent on the murder of his enemy, pull- 
ing his wy he ran. Mr. Spencer again 
overhauled him, and then a desperate struggle 
followed between the men. Butler being a 
powerful young fellow, threw Spencer and 
was about to get away the second time, when 
several persons on the platform took his pistol 
away from him. At time the train moved 
off and we were unable to ascertain the cause 
or final result of the impending fray.

Past-the scattered. suburbs of East Macon, 
and ie mam the heart of “Africa,” we roll 
away. are country seats and charmi 
villas, and deep wells of cool water, the depths 
of which have never ‘been lightened by the rays 
ofthe noonday sun. There is corn and cotton 
and cotton and corn, with little commas and 
semicolons of potato and sugar cane patches. 

At last we near the confines of Bibb, and 
here we cross a little creek that babbles and 
chatters among the gray and moss grown 
rocks. There is a little that forces the 
truant water to doa little honest labor, in 
turning the old lichen covered wheel, but it is 
so much like play that the stream doesn’t 
mind ita bit. 

How cool are the shady places beyond where 
the great trees in their velvet green coats 
lean against each other, and 
overshadow the winding road, A wild grape 
vine in its ambitious youth, undertook to 
climb from one to another,grew top heavy with 
its loads of lucious fruit; and now, likea re- 
spectable matron, it ps its skirt. about the 
tree of its ¢ ice, and sottles 
down toaneasy middle age. Justso the hun- 
dreds of matrons—mothers of the bold yeo- 
manry of Jones—have settled down in a peace- 
ful, restful middle life to watch their sons 
and daughters grow up around them. 

My heart thrills

And this is Jones. Lamar Clay, the bright 
young tragedian of Macon, whose studies have 
been cut short by a failing of his eyesight, and

much. as I do. 

The red hills ofthe country never looked 
} more promising. I think of Sid Lanier and 
“Jones and his pones.”’ 
memories of the songs ofthat hallowed voice 
that isnow hushed forevermore. He loved 
such scenes as these. The promise of the 
fields and the glory of the woods. 

Here we strike a little creek that is no-

wise like our rocky mill 
creek, “How beautiful,” says Lamar, 
and I echothe sentiment. Underthe shade 
of a great gum tree we pause and gaze upon 


this green valley. The creek is quite narrow. 
You could almost step across it, but there isa 
valley several hundred feet wide, witha heavy 
coat of the greenest grass, with scattered 
clumps of willows growing in the rich, loamy 
soil. Great forests of primeval growth flank 
the margin of the rivulet, and this woodland 
scene is indeed surpassingly beautiful. The 
sunlight on the water causes it to shine likea 
band of silyer'as it comes gliding down the 
Villey. 

We are talking of Shakspeare, and I uncon- 
sciously quote: 


“Thou sweet gliding Avon, by thy silver stream, 
Of things more than mortal sweet Shakspeare 
would dream,”’ 


More fields, more woods, a never-ending 
variety of scenery, and on the rising grounds 
we catch a glimpse of the highlands far away. 

At one point we climb a ragged and barren 
knoll wherethe gray rocks are blistering in the 
summer sun, and away to the left catch an in- 
discinct view of a broken and wavy line of 
light. It is Macon. 

But we are nearing our destination. The 
road gets better, and at last we ascend to an 
elevated plateau, and there is the ancient and 
respectable town of Clinton, eldest born city of 
the midiands. There she rests in sweet repose 
among her fertile hills and watered vales, and 
dreams of thedays when the plan of Fort 
Hawkins was being drawn up, and the first 
log cabin in Macon was erected. Clinton wasa 
town then, a big town andan important one, 
Everything denotes age and good breeding 
about the little unostentatious metropolis of 
Jones, There is a substantial brick 
hote), and a venerable brick  court- 
house and other brick buildings, at which I 
express.a little surprise. But they say, like 
all ambitious maidens, Clinton had her day 
dream, and invested all her moneyin a ball 
dress, which she has worn during all these 
years since the music died away, simply be- 
cause she had no gown of a quieter suit. 

But there is such an air of respectability 
about the whole place that Iam forced to with- 
draw my questions concerning the -circum- 
stances of Clinton’s surroundings. 

A great crowd has assembled, for it is a 
field day. Under the shadows of the great 
mulberry and china trees groups of hard- 
fisted Georgians discuss the situation. Many 
of these are the same brave boys that followed 
the fortunes of Lee and Jackson till the sunset 


of Dixie. Honest until it amounts to 
a proverb in Macon. Straight for- 
ward. but courteous. there is no 


nobler race of men inthe whole wide, wide 
world, than the yeomanry of Jones. Our drive 
isended, In the edge of town there is a fine 
old mansion, with broad and cool piazzas, 
reowy parlors anda general air of comfort 
scarcely found in modern homes. “Come in,”’ 
it seems_to say; “there is plenty of room,” 
The builder was evidently a man with a gen- 

erous heart, but he has been dead these mauy 
years. 

There isa noise ofchildren romping, and 
happy voices keep the sleepy echoes on the 
alert. Itis Mrs, R. V. Hardeman, who greets 
usas we enter,and fromthe timeour eager 
feet crose the threshold until wa reluctantly 
turn our faces homeward, we are made to feel 
the influence of the spirit ofa Georgia wel- 
come, and ] know of uo other welcome half so 
generous. 

Smiling and happy our jolly. hest himself 
soon enters,aud this worthy pair vie with each 
other in making the wanderers feel happily at 
home,

Alcohol as Medicine. 

We printed the other day, from the Atlan- 
ta Medical and Su-gical Journal, a paper re- 
cently read before the State Medical associa- 
tion, by Dr. Joseph P. Logan, of this city, 
on ‘The Relations of the Medical profession 
to the Use and Abuse of Alcoholic Liquors,”’ 
and we refer to it here for the purpose of sug- 
gesting that the whole subject is one that 
commends itself to the careful consideration 
of the medical profession. Dr. Logan is one 
of the oldest and most experienced physicians 
in the state, and his position, deliberately 
taken, ought to attract attention. The pro- 
hibition law, the intention of which is to 
abolish the sale and use of spirituous liquors 
in Fulton county, permits physicians to pre- 
ecribe alcohol, which is the basis of spiritu- 
ous liguors. Dr. Logan takes the ground 
that physicians should refuse to take advant- 
age of thisoption. He seems to be impressed 
with the idea that the prescription of alco- 
holic stimulants is a custom that could well 
be dispensed with. He asserts that alcoholic 
liquors have no absolutely defined place in 
therapeutics, and cannot be proven to occupy 
apy distinctive or legitimate position as 
agents for the treatment of disease. 

Apart from any bearing it may have on 
prohibition, the question which Dr. Logan 
has raised is one which is as interesting to 
the public as it is tothe medical profession. 
So far asthe physicians themselves are con- 
cerned, it constitutes an issue that must be 
disposed of sooner or later. It is a question 
that must be discussed, and Dr. Logan’s 
estay is a notable contribution to that dis. 
cussion. 
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No Nonsense About Him. 

During the present generation a reaction 
has been going on in favor of plain English. 
Orators, journalists, novelists and ministers, 
-all have been forced to yield to the popular 
pressure. In this rushing age men have no 
time for Johnsonese. To attract: their at- 
tention one must speak and write in the 
language that people use when they make 
love, fight, grumble and transact business. 

In this reform, if it is a reform, a few rare 
geniuses lead the van. Some of the poli- 
ticians and journalists, who have struggled 
up from the slums or flashed into publicity 
on our frontiers, have shown far more skill 
in handling our vernacular than their un- 
fortunate competitors who are handicapped 
by too much culture. Among the successfal 
ones a few evangelists stand at the head of 
the procession. But there are grades of ex- 
cellence, and the palm should be awarded 
where it is deserved. 

Just at the present time the Rev. 8. W. 
Wesley, who is now conducting a revival at 
Kansas City, is a conspicuous example of 
what can be done when a man deliberately 
| strips for the fight and enlists for the war. 
"3g Wesley, who, by the way, is known as 

the cowboy evangelist, describes himself as 
““s barrel of dust and a bag of wind.’’ The 
people who object to his style of preaching 
he denounces as ‘‘whining old whelps who 
have been hit with some of my gospel 
rocks.’’ .The force and felicity of this kind 
of talk will at once strike those who are not 
wholly enslaved by the baneful influences of 
their education and early training. It is to 
be regretted that the stupid prejadices still 
lingering in this part of the country have 
rendered it necessary for Mr. Wesley to 
confine his evangelical work to the broad 
and breezy west; but we are not without 
hope that he may be induced to come east. 
A man with such winsome gifts of language 
is pot to be kept in the background. We 
make bold to say that he has a fature before 
_ him, and if bis enemies do not like this pre- 
diction they are welcome to make the most 
~ of it. 


Rains and Crops. 

The recent heavy rains throughout Georgia 
have been very damaging to the agricultaral 
interests of the state. The small grain crops 
have been materially injured. Wheat has 
been flattened out, so to speak, and oats have 
been ruined. Corn is a great absorber of 
moisture, but the recent storms have been 
too much for it. In many sections it has a 
yellow, sickly appearance, due to the fact 
that it has been drowned out. 

It is supposed that cotton has also been in- 


: :- - jured, but cotton is one of those mysterious 


plants that flourish in spite of the weather. 
A few days of sunshine will relieve and re- 
deem cotton from almost any trouble. For 
many years now we have seen the cotton 
‘erop ruined, but somehow the number of 
bales continues to increase, It may be said’ 
: therefore, that while other crops pon ee

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cotton will mainly come from the August 
drouth, which we are sure to have. 

The rainy weather, however, has been 
accompanied in many sections by violent 
winds, and the damage has in this way been 
extended beyond the crops. In some parts 
of the state the rains have taken the shape 
of freshets. The streams have overflowed 
their banks, and the crops on the bottom 
lands have been washed away. . The farm- 
ers, all things considered, have been having 
a very hard time. But they keep up their 
spirits, in spite of rain and storms. Indeed 
we know of no class that accepts misfortune 
with more equanimity—no matter whether 
it is the misfortune of low prices or the mis- 
fortune of crops. 

We trust the damage from the recent rains 
is not as Jarge as it now seems tobe. If any 
class deserves the smiles of Providence, it is 
the farming clars; and it is to be hoped that 
sunshine and beautiful weather may be the 
means of saving the crops. As for the grass, 


which is known in Georgia as General Greeny 


Providence has very little to do with that. 
In order to overcome General Green, the 
farmers will be compelled to meet him on 
his own ground. They are used to this, 
however. They can kill General Green and 
vote for General Gordon, and that is about 
as mnch as any farmer is expected to do. 


“Uninstructed” Delegates. 

We have frequently warned the friends of 
Géneral Gordon against the policy of ‘‘unin- 
structed”’ tickets that would be put out in 
counties where it was thought Bacon was not 
strong enough to defeat Gordon. It appears 
that the ‘‘uninstructed”’ dodge will be tried 

_in two or three counties on Tuesday. 

This is nothing but trickery of the most 
transparent sort. There is no possibility of 
another candidate in this race. By tomor- 
row morning two-thirds of the delegates will 
be elected. Only three counties have sent 
uninstructed delegates, as far as we can find, 
Effingham, Camden and Chariton. The del- 
egates of two of these counties are for Bacon, 
and the delegates of the other for Gordon. 
From this nucleus of six delegates, ont of 
200, it will be simply absurd to try to build 
an ‘‘uninstructed’’ party, especially when 
those six delegates have in all likelihood be- 
come as pronounced partisans as any of those 
who are instructed. We do not believe it 
possible to get more than ten ‘‘uninstracted”’ 
delegates in the convention. The issues be- 
tween Gordon and Bacon have been fairly 
and definitely made. The people have made 
up their minds between the two candidates, 
and they want no ‘“‘uninstructed’’ delegates. 

The whole scheme isa flank movement on 
Gordon, that at the farthest will result in 
nothing but annoyance, and in defeating the 
will of the people. No man can be found in 
Georgia who will consent to the use of his 
name for the purpose of huddling the half 
dozen ‘‘uninstructed’’ delegates that come 
into the convention for the purpose of filibua- 
tering. Let Gordon men everywhere set 
down on the uninstructed scheme. Itmeans

else. 


Detestable Campaign Methods. 

The attention of Statesman Walsh is re- 
spectfully called to the remarkable campaign 
which Mr. Gladstone is now conducting in 
England. 

The cable specials inform us that Mr. 
Gladstone is guilty of the atrocious crime of 
going from county to county exciting popu- 
lar enthusiasm wherever he goes. Not satis- 
fied with this bold attack upon the British 
constitution, this daring old man with al- 
most incredible effrontery draws bigger 
crowds than were ever seen before. It is 
also in evidence that he is bull-dozing some 
of the largest counties with brass bands, and 
arumor, happily not verified as yet, charges 
him with being an accessory before the fact 
to a display of banners at one of his meetings. 
But this is not all. In uttering the rallying 
cry of ‘‘the masses against the classes,’ Mr. 
Gladstone has unquestionably adopted 
bloody shirt methods. 

Words fail us when we attempt to charac- 
terize in proper terms the cold-blooded, 
grasping, over-bearing course of this hoary 
politician. The blood-curdling conviction 
forces itself upon us that the liberal chief 
bas reached such depths of depravity that he 
is willing to take all the counties that will 
vote his ticket. 

If Statesman Walsh does not share our 
honest indignation, then we are mistaken in 
the man. We do not feel equal to the task 
of administering the withering rebuke which 
such iniquitous conduct demands, but if 
Statesman Walsh will promise to cock his 
off eye in the direction of Albion’s chalky 
cliffs we shall feel better. We cannot think 
that this appeal will go unheeded. 


A New Industry. 

It is possible that beetle farming is des- 
tined to become one of the profitable indus- 
tries of the future. 

A word of explanation will doubtless be 
demanded by our readers. We are not 
speaking of. beetles in general, but of a cer- 
tain species. The discovery has been made 
that a beetle, common in southern Europe, 
is a never-failing antidote in casesof hydro- 
phobia. In Russia it is widely known as 
the only efficient remedy for rabies. When 
@ person is bitten by a mad dog, he takes a 
slice of bread and one of these beetles, a 
cetonia aurata, it is called, makes a sort of 
sandwich and eats it. Then he goes along 
quietly about his business, satisfied that he 
is proof against hydrophebia. ~ 

As the Revue Scientifique indorses the 
cetopia aurata in the highest terms, it will 
be seen that this novel antidote deserves our 
consideration. It is expensive to send pa- 
tients over to Pasteur. Madstones are not 
to be found everywhere, and there is little 
faith in the ordinary resources of medicine. 
Every neighborhood should have its beetle 
farm. Beetles should be kept on sale in the 
drug stores, and, in fact, there is no reason 
why prodent men shonld not carry their 
pockets full of these bugs. There is no 
harm in abundant caution. We have our 
doubts about the mode of aiministering the 
remedy, but that can be arranged, For per- 
sons of delicate stomachs who object to bug 
sandwiches, an extract or tincture could be 
prepared, or something in the shape of a 
highly spiced beetle catsup. The possibili- 
ties involved in the thing cover such a wide 
range that we cannot do justice to the sub- 
ject within the limite of this brief article. 
Our scientists and patent medicine men are 
respectfully recommended to yive the alter 
their attention. 


A Special Report, 
Although the government has not finished 


the stupendous task of publishing the reports 
of the tenth censns, it has kindly undertaken 


another job in the statistical line. This 
time it is a special report, dealing with ‘‘the 
financial, commercial, industrial, educa- 
tional and status ef the south 
in 1860 and 1886, thus permitting a com- 
parison of conditions before and since the 
great war,’’ 

The fact that the government considers it 
advisable to collect the material for such a 
report at this time is significant. It shows 
that the progress of the south, the better ap- 
preciation of her vast natural resources and 
the profitable and rapid development of her 


industries are beginning to excite the live- 


liest curiosity abroad, To gratify the public 
demand, it hag become necessary to prepare 
something like a reliable summary of the 
status of this favored section. 

It has leaked out in advance that the re- 
port will be padded with good advice. 
Stress will be laid upon the overproduction 
of cotton, the neglect of diversified agricul- 
ture, and the unthrifty and unmethodical 
habits of our people, On the other hand, 
our advantages will be duly displayed, and 
the point will be made that the south fur- 
nishes a non-strikipg, non-socialistic and 
law-abiding class of laborers. 

We look forward hopefully to the publica- 
tion of this report, but at the same time we 
feel that the elaborate methods of the tenth 
census applied to this special work would be 
little short of a calamity. What is wanted 
is not a ponderous tome, but a convenient 
handbook, a concise summary, methodically 
arranged, presenting an intelligible and 
authentic collection of essential facts and 
figures. A work of this kind will reflect 
credit upon those engaged in it, and will be 
of real benefit. % 


Ow the 27th of April a little Mexican gitl, 
named Chavez, was captured by the Apaches. 
She has been recovered and has just been in- 
terviewed bya San Francisco Call correspond- 
ent at Magdalena, Mexico. Her face was black 
with bruises. The Indians had beaten her in 
the face because she could not understand 
what they said toher. She states that the In- 
dians never stopped two nights in the same 
place, and they would travel allday. She has 
no idea of the section of country traversed. 
Sometimes it was so rough the Indians were 
compelled to go afoot, leading their horses, and 
when afoot the girl was cautioned not to step 
on the soft soil, but always to step on the rocks 
or grass. When not pursued or in a dangerous 
locality Chief Geronimo took her on his horse, 
but when they were in dangerous places she 
was placed in charge of an old squaw. There 
were about thirty Indians in the band, and 
they generally traveled together, except when 
small bands would go on marauding expodi- 
tions. When the Mexicans overtook the In- 
dians and fired on them the old squaw was 
killed at the first fire. An Indian in front en- 
deavored, to draw the sauaw’s body off the 
field and compel the girl to go with him, bat 
being himself wounded was compelled to leave 
the squaw on the ground, while the little girl 
ran to her countrymen.

How Mr. Mafifit Inebriated His Hearers With 
His Exuberant Verbosity.

Rev. John Newland Maffit created a great 
sensation at Washington as a sensational preach- 
er. The hall ofthe house of representatives was 
crowded to hearhim, and his sermons were won- 
ders. Many truisms were uttered, drawn both 
from the Bible, from history and from observa- 
tiop, allexhibiling a vivid, eloquent and aft times 
a powerful imagination.

‘preacher with an eloquent text and a prolific sub- 
ect, commenced his work of transformation, jum- 

ling in variegated confusion what he found before 
him, making all things different and nothing bet- 
ter. The exotics were mingled with the native 
flowers,and in such profusion that thesenses ached 
with the abundance. An Arabian garden 
filled with lavender musk-roses, nod- 
ding violets, oxislips, pale primroses, 
lilies, all were mingled together and spread out 
like a fiower bed, but without’ much order, and 
rometimesin very bad taste. Nor were these all 
the sources which contsibuted to ‘‘paint the city,” 
“gild refined gold.”” and “throw a perfume o’er 
the violet.” The sea and lake, the feathered 
spray from the tumbling cataract and the roaring 
rupids, the wesoung brooks running in sweet 
melody over the white pebbles and the gentle 
cascade, the forked li ae seraphim and cher- 
m the archangel’s

ety Sigs firmament. Yet his sermons were at- 
tractive in the extreme, and enough so to exact 
‘the closest attention of all, and from those even 
who were compelled to listen without seeing and 
to hear from the distance but a part of what was 
said, He was an accomplished actor. Every word 
was “well spoken and with a good emphasis,’’ 
and he had a voice of at compass, flexibility 
and sweetness. His style of preweas was so 
theatrical, however, as to recall Dr. Mason’s criti- 
eism when asked if he did not think a sermon 
preached that day was a fine production. ‘Yes, 
sir,”’ said the doctor, ‘‘elegantly written, well ex- 
pressed and wanting in but one thing.

The genuine surprise of the campaiga was 
in the vote of Emanuel county yesterday. 
{All of our correspondents, even the most 
sanguine Gordon men in Emanuel cou ty, 
hare conceded itto Bacon.

credible heights as to make ordinary beings | 


shudder at the bare thought of them. Ip 
private life he is Mr. Jesse A. St. John. He 
can claim an honest parentage and the rela- 
tionship of nephew to Governor St. John, the 
noted Kansas apostle of temperance, 

Since childhood Mr, St. Jehn has been re- 
now ned for his agility and nimbleness in acro- 
batic feats. When a mere boy headopted rope 
walking as a profession. He has traveled 
through all the states in the union, and the ia- 
habitants of every town of any importance 
bave seen him 

GLIDING IN MID AIR 

with as much ease as an ordinary person wa'ks 
on terra firma. Overthe dark chasm of Ni- 
segura below the rapids he has walked twenty- 
six times in the presence of aweestricken mul- 
tituces. Bathis most marvelous feat wag his 
waik of 1,000 feet over a rocky gulley 245 feet 
ceep at Barclay mountain, in Bradford county, 
Pcnneylvania. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter while conversing 
with Mr. St. John yesterday, inquired: 

“When you go on a rope at such altitudes 
are you not in constant fear of falling?/ 

“No, sir,” said he, “I have the greatest pos- 
sible confidence in myself. I realizethe great 
danger to which I am exposed when I mount 
a rope, but my footing is as firm, almost, as 
yours on the ground. It seems foolhardy, yet 
of allthe walks I ever made I never fell 
but once. That was at Norwich, New York, 
where 

THE ROPE PARTED 
erd I was precipitated 400 feet to the ground. 
My only injury was two broken mibs, and I 
was socn all right again.” 

“Do you never make a mistake ?” 

“On a horizontal rope never, sir. I dare 
not, for I know a wrong step means instant 
death. While walking I look around me, 
Gown upon the people below, and in fact do 
not reed to be very cautious. But when I 
turn on the rope I cast my eye ahead into 
vacant space totakea balance, With asud- 
den turn I throw my balance pole overhead 
and let it fell in my arms, the turn being 
made with no danger of losing my equili- 
brium.” 

“What is the 
nerve ?” 

‘I never drink. The body is susceptible of 
as high training as the mind. I use dumb 
belle, Indian clabs, and other implements of 
exercise.’ I take*cold water baths, and ob- 
serve strictly the laws of health. The result is 

I NEVER WAS sICK 

a day in my life. Physical culture, I main- 
tain, is the necessary accompaniment of the 
education of the mind. The one helps develop 
the other and the two combine to make man a 
perfect beipg. Hence, I claim no college or 
school is complete without a gymnasium. I 
am sorry the boys in my native town have not 
succeeded in establishing a gymnasium. I 
would gladly lend my humble assistance to a 
preject of this kind and itshould,by all means, 
be encouraged by the citizens. Many people 
die of lazinets. Because of the inaction of 
their muscles thev become stupid and languid 
and often die where proper exercise would 
have made them strong and robust.” 

‘‘How often do you tread the rope?” 

“In former years, during the season, I made 
about 


secret in acquiring such 


THIRTY WALKS 
before immense audiences. I do not care to 
walk nowadays atevery little village, but only 
perform my feats at places where the citizens 
can make it an inducement.” 

“How many walks have you made in your 
life time?” 

“T bave walked the rope for twenty-six 
years. During that period for six months or 
more in the year I walked every day, except 
Sunday, and for six years I traveled in the 
south, and consequently walked every day of 
the year during that: time. Many days I 
would give two performances. Counting one 
performance a day and twenty-seven days to 
the month, in six months I have made 162 
walks. In twenty-five years the total would 
be 4,050 walks. Now, then, for the six years I 
traveled in the south, add six times 162 or 972 
to 4,050, and the result is 5,022. That repre- 
sents the number of walks I have made in my 
life.”’ 

‘What is the average distance walked?” 

“Across Niagara it is 800 feet. I walked 
over and back,a distance of 1,600 feet, 26 
times;at Barclay mountain] walked 2,000 
feet; at Zanesville, O., twice a distance of 1,600 
feet; and in few cases have I walked less than 
300 feet. Five hundred feet would bea low 
averege of all my walks. Now multiply 5,022, 
the number of walks I have made, by 500 
feet, the average distance, and you will have 
2.511,000 feet 

I HAVE WALKED ON THE ROPE, 

Divide this by 5,280 and you will have 475 3-5 
miles, the distance I have traveled on an inch 
and a half cable in mid air, In walking the rope 
my usual gait is about 60 feet per minute. Taus 
in walking the 475 3 5 miles it would take me 
eolid walking 29 days and one and a half 
hours, or about one month. Counting ten 
hours per day, more than any man will desire 
to walk regularly on the ground and omitting 
Sundays, 1 have been on the rope 291 hours. 
“In finishing each of my performances I 
make a slide headforemost down a rope to the 
ground, The average distance of this slide is 
45 feet. Counting one slide for every walk, I 
have made in my lifetime 5,022 slides, or a dis- 
tance head foremost of 225,990 feet, or about 43 
miles. I wear outa pair of tights every two 
weeks,and my legs and body havea calloused 
snake where therope burns it. Startling 
figures? Well, I don’t know; ifanything these 
figures make it less than what it really is.”’ 

“Is it harder to walk at a high altitude than 
at a low one?’ 

“In some respects it is. When butahun- 
dred feet or so up I can look down and single 
out people in the crowd and speak to thom. 
But when I getup higher the only thing I 
can see is my rope. The highest I ever walk- 
ed was at Mauch Chunk, Pa., 

AT AN ALTITUDE OF 542 FEET. 

Did I get dizzy? No, bat I could feel my 
eyes weaken and things several times seemed 
to whirl. It isn’t bard to breathe, bat it 
brings the perspiration in torrents.” 

“Do you perform difficult feate when s0 
high?” 

“Yessir. Idon’t care how high, I can 
perform my feats at any height. Among 
these are balancing on the back, rolling over 
ov the breast, swimming in the air, sammer- 
sault around the rope without the use of 
bands or feet, hanging by the toes, tying my- 
selfin asqnare knot and hanging by ons 
hand, running, skipping on the rope, in fas’ 
anything that seems impossible to do, Tae 
gum mersault around the rope is performed by 
po living man, except me, Indeed, there have 
been but five great rope walkers in America. 
One of these is dead, another has retired from 
old age, the other two walk only at odd times 
and I may be said to be the only one that fol- 
lows this daring profession.” 

“You said you neverslipped.” 

“T said I never slipped ona horizontal rope. 
The most difficult feat performed by me is to 
walkoup and

women saw me lose my nee and sentupa 
chorus of horrifying screams, Men, grea’ big 
men, gave way to involuntary cries, all ex- 
pecting to see me tying on the ground in a 
shapeless mass,» When I noticed my foot 
slipping I prepared to catch myself. I don’t 
wait till I fall. Iknow I must catch, and 
catch I do, by swinging my arm around and 
striking the rope in 14: armpits. In this way 
I slide to the ground, but return and perform 
the feat.” 

- “After 

“PASSING THE WINTER WITHOUT WALKING, 
can F ings go on the rope without practice?’ 

“No. I go into a course of training. I get 
up at5 o'clock and walk out about two m 
coming back at a rapid gait until I am dri 
ping with sweat. I dry myself tho hiy 
and rub myself briskly. I then eat breakfast, 
consisting of mutton, toast, tea, and sometimes 
a soft boiled egg. After breakfast I take a 
walk. My dinner consists of rare beef, and 
supper of a fried or soft boiled egg and tea. I 
seldom use coffee and positively eat no sweet 
cake, I eat corn or rye bread and coarse food. 
I continne this mode of living for three 
weeks, when I am ready to go upon the rope. 
My body changes to acoarse brown and the 
flesh isas tough as leather.” 

“Has rope walking been pecuniarily a good 
profession?” 

“Ten or fifteen years ago people were more 
liberal than now. It was nothing strange 
then to receive a hundred dollars for a walk by 
collections from the crowd, But generosity 
died long ago, and a fair average is $12 a day 
on ordinary occasions. At Barclay mountain I 
was 

PAID $500 BY THE ERIE RAILROAD 
to keep the men nt home onthe 4th of July. 
At Zanesville, O.,I received $400, raised by 
the citizens, and at other numerous places re- 
ceived like sums. However, I 
am now gradually drifting from 
rope walking into a business that is more con- 
genial and pleasant. I always liked the feath- 
ered tribe, and whenI began exhibiting birds 
lat once realized that I was at my highest 


delight. I shall remain in the south a few 
weeks longer, and then [_ shall 
return tomy home in Mansfield, Ohio. When 


I reach home, I sha)! build myself a canavary 
on property I own, and make it headquarters 
for fine birds and rare animals. [ shall keep 
on hand in strong cages lionsstigers, leopards, 
hyenas, and in fact ali the curious specimens 
of the. brrte creation, together with birds of 
every clime,so that the menageries of the we-t 
can be supplied with whatever they desize 
without going to New York. 

“I forgot to tell you of what I did at Zanes- 
ville. The rope was stretched across the 
Muskingum river. It had rained incessantly, 
and the river was swollen higher than for 
years, When over the mainchannel I went 
through with the various feats which I usually 
perform, The last was to hang by my toes. I hai 
skiffs on the water belew to watch me, and at 
a stated signal I relaxed my hold, With hands 
clasped, my lungs half filled with airand my 
eyes closed, I plunged 

HEAD FOREMOST, 60 FEET 
into the turbid waters below. I went down, 
down, till about 25 feet underneath, when I 
arose gradually tothe surface. When nearing 
the surface, I turned on my back, and only 
allowed my mouth to get above water. A 
companion in a skiff had a rubber tube at the 
end of the boat covered witha blanket. I 
called to bim,andin a moment he whirled 
tte boat around. I grasped the tube, and went 
down intothe water again. I remained there 
altogether about two minutes, and my com- 
pavion in the boat made believe that he 
was stripping to dive atter me. The 50,000 
people who thronged the bridge and banks of 
the river were horrified. Women faint- 
ed and the scene is said to have been inde- 
scribable. 1 then came up, and treading 
water, threw my hands high up in the air. 
The people sereamed with delight, and I 
swam down toa steamer where I was taken 


board. Before jumping I had 
stopped up my nose and ears 
with cotton to prevent any injury to 


either in striking the water. I felt no pecu- 
liar sensation in falling, although it took 
about eight seconds, and J received no harm 
from the strange experience,”’ 
MR. ST. JOHN’S MUSCLES 

are like steel. The reporter touched the 
muscle of his right arm, then squeezed it with 
all his strergth, but could make no impression 
upon it. Mr. St. John said that he regarded 
himself as a living argument in favor of tem- 
perance He ascribos his magnificent phys- 
ique and wonderful strength to habits of tem- 
perance and constant exercise, He isan en- 
thusiastic believer in athletic training for tho 
young—‘“physical culture,” as he calls it—and 
besides those already mentioned, has many 
good reasons at histongue’s end why special 
attention should be paid “to it. Speaking of 
the great, strength of his right hand, he said: 

“lt is the result of physical culture. When 
I sometimes hang suspended fromthe rope, 
clutching it only with my right hand,I tell 
the boys that I wish them to listen toa tem- 
perance lecture. Then I will say to them: “If 
every man, woman and child that ever signed 
the declaration of their own independence by 
attaching their names to the temperance 
pledge would keep it as Idominein my 
right hand, they would never violate their 
sacred obligation to avoid intemperance,” 
PERHAPS THE GREATEST FEAT 
of Mr. St. John’s life will be performed in 
August. He has’ signed an agreement to 
walk the rope acrossthe “Royal Gorge,” in 
Colorado, at a distance of three thousand feet 
above the little stream at the bottom, This 
remarkable feat, to be repeated three times, 
will be performed for the benefit of the Union 
Pacific railroad, which will carry immense 
excursions to the scene. Mr, St. John will 
receive ten per cent of the gross receipts from 
the excursions. 

It was expected yesterday that Mr. St. John 
would walk the rope, at 4 o’clock this after- 
noon, from the top of the custom house to the 
top ofthe capitol. Some difficulty was ex- 
perienced in obtaining Governor McDaniel’s 
consent to the use of the capitol, and the pro- 
ject was therefore abandoned, Teday efforts 
will be made to secure some other elligible 
point at which to perform the feat. Mr. St. 
John desires to use the two highest buildings 
in the city. Should the efforts to arrange for 
the feat be successful, Tas CoNsTITUT{[ON 
will make due announcement of placs and 
time.

any other Pate D pac any alcoholic, spirituous, 
mailt,or in ng liquors,or intoxica bitters, 
or other drinks which, if drank to excess, will pro- 
duce intoxication, under penalties hereinafter 
prescribed, 

The language of the section hasbeen con 
strued to mean thata man should got “give 
away adrink.” The officers of the city, from 
the mayor te the chiefof police, go further 
and say that a man cannot giveadrink to a 
friend in a public _place, and on 
yesterdag Chief Connolly instgncted the force 
to make cases against anyone violating: the 
section according to his construction of it. 
He even instructed the men that if they 
saw orheard of one man giving another a 
drink from a bottle in a street,alley or other 
public highway, a case should be made. This 
construction of the section, though literal, is 
very severe, and has caused a great deal of 
diesatisfaction. According to the present con- 
struction, it is safe to give a friend a drink 
from yeur jug only behind the locked door of 
your bedroom.

It may be a difficult task for him 
to get control of himself, butif he once gets 
will and grace enough to manage the high 
force with which he is charged, he will 
a power.

Th never exert 
themselves enough in this world in the inter- 
est of good to develop any capacity to contain 
much of heaven. Commend me to these in- 
tense, vigorous men, with impulse and blood, 
who get religion enough to regulate their 
aren, weeeaes machinery in the service of 
right and _ truth, uch men turned 
loose in the community are living 
centers of power and service, 
To overcome evil in your neighbor, you must 
bring good to bear upon the evil in him. Many 
peopleare still repeating the old. folly of 
fighting evil with evil. In this they adver- 
tise themselves as having more of the animal 
in their natures than the spiritual. For pigs 
to settle their difficulties at the ends of their 
snouts is notunseemly.
